N e w Y or k , Oct. 2.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review ot Trade issued 
today says: The failures durin g the 
third quarter of 1H97, obtain ed by tele­ 
graph, were 
with liabilities of 
|28,9H3,261, of which 29 were in ban k­ 
in g for $3,387,069. Commercial failures, 
7,874, with liabilities of |25,o76,192; 
average on ly $8,889 each; lower than 
m an y other qyarter for 23 years. The 
amoun t of defaulted liabilities is the 
smallest in an y <|uarter for five years, 
an d in 15 years on ly six quarters have 
shown smaller liabilities. Man ufactur­ 
in g failures, 651, with lialMlities of 
|!<,4.11,191 ; average but $14,487 each; 
an d tradin g, 2,164, with liabilities of 
112,825,065 ; average but $5,927 each— 
both smaller in average than in an y 
previous year of which classified records 
exist. 
The value of legitimate busiuess con ­ 
tin ues a little larger than in the same 
mon th of 1892, for while the great in ­ 
crease of 27.4 per cen t at New York tor 
the week might be supjHised due to 
spev'ulative activity, in spite of tiie cs- 
rablisumen t an d growth of the Stock 
Exchan ge clearin ghouse, yet paymen ts 
through the prin cipal clearin ghouses 
outside of New York: exceeded those of 
by 3.5 per cen t an d 2 per cen t 
for September. 
New York makes set­ 
tlemen ts for a large part of the coun ­ 
try, an d the daily average, in cludin g 
this city, was, in oeptember, $206,364,- 
000, again st $131,859,000 last year; 
$133,310,000 in 1894, $122,733.000 in 
1893, $176,327,000 in 1892, so that the 
gam over the same mon th in the best 
of years past is 17 per cen t. 
These eviden ces of prosperity are the 
m(» re importan t because prices for most 
n ian ufaciured products have advan ced 
but moderately an d are much below 
The level of l'^92, while the speculative 
markets are declin in g with curious un a­ 
n imity, as if the large crops which 
make gram an d cotton w eak would n ot 
assure in creased busiuess to ruilwaj^s 
an d warran t better prices for stocks. 
Speculation in wheat an d cotton has 
been set back by bright crop prospects. 
The price of wheat has declin ed 
5 
cen ts an d of corn n early 2 cen ts for 
the week. 
Dismal reports about cot- 
Pm have been frequen t, but the mar­ 
ket shows more faith in prediction s of 
a large yield am’, the price has declin ed 
’4 cen t for the week. 
Turn in g from speculative markets to 
productive in dustry, the chan ge in 
ton e is strikin g. 
Ail in dustries are 
pushed to in crease workin g force, with 
occasion al rise in rate of wages, by the 
growin g deman d. This is largely for 
replen ishmen t of stocks, but dispatches 
show’ that retail trade at n early all 
n orfhern poin ts con tin ues to expan d, 
an d dealers well kn ow that in crease of 
workin g force an d of wages en sures a 
larger distribution of goods. An xious 
appeals for speedy deliveries disclose 
more rapid distribution already than 
had been expected, an d in textile man ­ 
ufactures the works are hin dered from 
takin g as liberal orders as they might 
by doubts about future prices, though 
haviug en ough to do for some time. 
The advan ce in cotton goods has been 
checked by the declin e in material, but 
in woolen goods, the advan ce in prices 
has been small compared wTth the rise 
in wool. 
Slower to gain , because less affected 
by replen ishmen t of dealers, the iron 
man ufacture has been pn shed to fur- 
yier expan sion by growin g deman d for 
n n ished products, which has caused a 
little further advan ce in prices, while 
pigiron is also higher. The average ad­ 
van ce ill all iron an d steel prices is 9.9 
b®bt from the lowest poin t, an d is 
still restricted by addition of man y fur­ 
n aces an d other works to those in oper­ 
ation .

A Bold Train Robbery In In« 
dian Territory. 


OXE OF TIIE RAXDIT8 A LAWYER.

2 .—Ban dits robbed 
the southboun d Rock Islan d passen ger 
i train an d all the passen gers in daylight 
i at sidin g No. I, dliout five miles south 
of Min co, in the In dian Territory. The 
railroad an d express officials have feared 
a holdup in that section for several 
weeks, an d armed guards have been 
I put aboard all n ight train s at El Reuo 
an d carried through to Chickasaw. 
It 
, had n ot been thought that the outlaws 
were l>old en ough to attack a train in 
mid-day. The train men were com- 
I pletely surprised, an d they were n ot 
I prepared to offer an y resistan ce when 
five masked men came upon them at 
the lon ely sidin g. 
The place is un in habited, the on ly 
person s in the vicin ity at the time be­ 
in g four section men . Those section 
men flagged tlu? train , the robbers hav­ 
iug compelled them to do so. The ban ­ 
dits were hidden at the time in a brush 
pile an d jumped out as soou as the pas­ 
sen ger train had taken the sidin g. 
Un der the pressure of Win chesters 
an d ugly lookin g six-shooters the train ­ 
men , the express messen ger an d all of 
the score or more of passen gers were 
made to climb dow n from the train an d 
stan d in a lin e, han ds n p. on the prairie 
alon g the railway. 
While three of the 
robbers covered the badly frighten ed 
crowd with their gun s, the other tw’O 
cooly an d carefully robbed them, pass­ 
in g from on e passen ger to an other 
down the lin e. The ban dits secured 
about $3(K) ill ( ash aud such other valu­ 
ables, iu the way of watches, pin s an d 
jewelry as were in sight. The passen ­ 
gers an d the train men havin g been 
thoroughly plucked, three of the ban ­ 
dits turn ed their atten tion to the ex­ 
press an d mail coaches, the other stan d­ 
in g guard over the helpless crowd on 
the track 
The registered mail pouches 
w'ere quickly rilled, but the through 
safe in the express car resisted all tlie 
force an d the in gen uity of the road 
agen ts. 
When the messen gers con ­ 
vin ced th(i ban dits that they could n ot 
open the stron g b<»x they resorted to 
dyn un iite. Several heavy charges were 
exploded, but the safe proved ban dit- 
jiroof. 
The ban dits 
tlien moun ted their 
horses an d rode off tow’ard the west. 
As soon as the train men could collect 
thi'ir wits they got tlieir scared passen ­ 
gers aboard an d iuirried on to the n ext 
station south, Chickasaw, from which 
poin t the railroad officials were n otified 
of the holdup. Officers were started in 
pursuit. 
Durin g the robbery on e of the ban dits 
lost his mask, his features for a momen t 
bein g wholly exposed. 
The con dn ctor 
of the train states that this man was 
an ex-con uty attorn ey of Can adian 
coun ty, O. T., who was edn cated at the 
Un iversity of West Virgin ia. 
Later 
the oouciuctor was n ot so positive. 
The few women passen geis wore no% 
compelled to give 
up their valuables, 
aud Rev. Mr. R oe, on e of the passen ­ 
gers, who was sick, was n ot compelled 
to leave the coach. 
Jim Wright of Min co showed a dis­ 
position to resist when the ban dits 
ordered ‘ 'han ds- up. ’ ’ They shot on e of 
his ears off to prove to his satisfaction 
that 
his 
bravery 
was ill advised. 
W right’s han ds then wen t up. No on t 
else was in jured.

New York, Oct. 2.—R. O. Dun dr 
OO. ’* Weekly Review of Trade issued 
today says: The failures during the 
third quarter of 1H97. obtained by tele­ 
graph, were 9,993, with liabilities of 
198,968,301, of which 29 were in bank­ 
ing for $3,887,069. Commercial failures, 
7.874, with liabilities of $25,576,192; 
average only $8,889 each; lower than 
in any other quarter for 28 years. 
The 
amount of defaulted liabilities is the 
smallest rn any quarter for Avo years, 
and in 15 years oniy six qnarters have 
shown smaller liabilities. M anufactur­ 
ing failures, 651, with liabilities of 
$9,431,191; average but $14,487 each; 
aud trading. 2,164, with liabilities of 
$12,825,065; average but $5,927 each— 
both smaller in average than in any 
previous year of which classified records 
exist. 
The value of legitimate business con­ 
tinues a little larger than in the same 
month of 1892, for while the great in­ 
crease of 27.4 per cent at New York for 
the week might be supposed due to 
speculative activity, in spite of the es­ 
tablishment aud growth of the Stock ' 
Exchange clearinghouse, yet payments 
through the principal clearinghouses 
outside of New York exceeded those of 
1892 by 3.5 per cent and 2 per cent 
for September. 
New York makes set­ 
tlements for a large part of the coun­ 
try, and the daily average, including 
this city, was, in september, $206,864,- 
000, against $184,859,000 
last year; 
f!32,310,000 in 1894, $122,733,0(H) iii 
1*93, $176,827,000 in 1892, so that the 
gain over the same month in the best 
of years past is 17 per cent. 
These evidences of prosperity are the 
m ore im portant because prices for most 
manufactured products have advanced 
but moderately and are much below 
the level of 1*92, while the speculative 
markets are declining with curious una­ 
nimity, as if the large crops which 
make gram and cotton weak would not 
assure increased business to railways 
and warrant better prices for stocks. 
Speculation in wheat aud cotton has 
been set back by bright crop prospects. 
The price of wheat has declined 5 I 
cents and of corn nearly 2 cents for 
the week. 
Dismal reports about cot­ 
ton have been frequent, but the m ar­ 
ket shows more faith iii predictions of j 
a large yield and the price has declined 
!4 cent for the week. 
Turning from speculative markets to 
productive industry, the change in 
toue is striking. 
All industries are 
pushed to increase working force, with 
occasional rise in rate of wages, by the 
growing demand. 
This is largely for 
replenishment of stocks, but dispatches 
show that retail trade at nearly all 
northern points continues to expand, 
and dealers well know that increase of 
working force aud of wages ensures a 
larger distribution of goods. 
Anxious 
appeals for speedy deliveries disclose 
more rapid distribution already than 
had been expected, and in textile m an­ 
ufactures the works are hindered from 
taking as liberal orders as they might 
bv doubts about future prices, though 
having enough to do for some time. 
I he advance in cotton goods has been 
checked by the decline in material, but 
in woolen goods, the advance in prices 
has been small compared with the rise 
in wool. 
-Slower to gain, because less affected 
by replenishment of dealers, the iron 
manufacture has been pushed to fur­ 
ther expansion by growing demand for 
finished products, which has caused a 
little further advance in prices, while 
pigiron is also higher. The average ad­ 
vance in all iron and steel prices is 9.9 
per dent from the lowest point, aud is 
KtiU restricted by addition of many fur­ 
naces and other works to those in oper­ 
ation.

St. Loris, Oct. 2.—Bandits robbed 
the southbound Rock Island passenger 
train aud all the passengers in daylight 
at siding No. I, About five miles south 
of Minco, in the Indian Territory. The 
railroad and express officials have feared 
a holdup iii that section for several 
weeks, and armed guards have been 
put aboard all night trains at El Reno 
and carried through to Chickasaw. 
It 
had not been thought that tho outlaws 
were hold enough to attack a train in 
mid-day. 
The trainm en were com* 
, pletely surprised, and they were not 
prepared to offer any resistance when 
five masked men came upon them at 
the lonely siding. 
The place is uninhabited, the only 
persons in the vicinity at the tim e be­ 
ing four section men. 
Those section 
men flagged the train, the robbers hav­ 
ing compelled them to do so. The ban­ 
dits were hidden at the time in a brush 
pile aud juuiDed out as soon as the pas- 


j senger train had taken the siding. 
Under the pressor** of W inchesters 
and ugly looking six-shooters the train­ 
men, the express messenger and all of 
the score or more of passengers were 
made to climb down from the train and 
stand iii a line, hands up, on the prairie 
along the railway. 
While three of the 
robbers covered the badly frightened 
crowd with their guns, the other two 
cooly and carefully robbed them, pass­ 
ing from one passenger to another 
down the line. 
The bandits secured 
about $300 in ( ash and such other valu­ 
ables, in the way of watches, pins aud 
jew elry as were in sight. 
The passen­ 
gers and tho trainmen having been 
thoroughly plucked, three of the ban­ 
dits turned their attention to the ex­ 
press and mail coaches, the other stand­ 
ing guard over tile helpless crowd on 
the track. The registered mail pouches 
were quickly rifled, but the through 
safe in the express car resisted all the 
force and the ingenuity of the road 
agents. 
When the messengers con­ 
vinced the bandits that they could not 
open the strong box they resorted to 
dynamite. 
Heveral heavy charges were 
exploded, but the safe proved bandit- 
proof. 
The bandits 
then mounted their 
horses and rode off toward the west. 
As soon as the trainmen could collect 
their wits they got their scared passen­ 
gers aboard and hurried on to the next 
station south, Chickasaw, from which 
point the railroad officials were notified 
of the holdup. 
Gtticers were started in 
pursuit. 
During the robbery one of the bandits 
lost his mask.his features for a moment 
being wholly exposed. 
The conductor 
of the train states that this man was 
an ex-county attorney of Canadian 
county, G. T.. who was educated at the 
University of West Virginia. 
Later 
the conductor was not so positive. 
The few women passenger wore no* 
compelled to give up their valuables, 
and Rev. Mr. Roe, one of the passen­ 
gers, who was sick, was not compelled 
to leave the coach.
